It becomes cur painfui duty to an- 
nounce to the senators and representa- 
tives of Georgia in congress that the 
south is not in favor of the passage of 
the silver bill. The Savannah cotton 
exchenge has spoken and its tone con- 
veys no uncertain sound. We find the 
following in the Savannah Morning 
News of Friday: 

A genera! meeting of the Savannah cotton ex- 
change was held yesterday afterncon at four 
o'clock when the following proceedings were 
had : 

Mr. Marmaduke Hamilton offered the follow. 
ing preamble and rasolutions. which were sec- 
onded by Gen. G. L, Sorrel, and carried by a 
unanimous vote. 

Whereas, a bill has been introduced in cor- 
gress, properly known as the “silver bill ;’”’ and 
whereas, the impretsion prevails that the south 
is unanimously in favor of said bill; therefore 
be it 

Resolved, 1, That it is the opinion of this ex- 
change, in general mecting assembied, that the 
agricultural, commercial, manufacturing and 
allother interests of this coutry will be in 
jured by the passage of said bill. 

Resoivec, 3. That as gold is the basis of flnan- 
cial transactions in nearly all of the psiacipal 
nations of the worid, it is for our advantage to 
resume it as the basis of our currency. 

Resolved, 2. That the true interests of this 
country require a return to specie payments 80 
soon as practicable, aud that by specie payments 
we mean payments ™ gold, using silver only as 
an auxiliiary and for emall amounts, as was cusr- 
tomary before the war. 

Resclved. 4. That these resolutions be publish 
ed in the newspapers of thiscity, andacopy of 
them sent to each of the senators and represen. 
tatives in congress from this slaie.

perintendent. The asgertion of the ex- 
change, thus officially countersigned, 
ought to be sufficient to show that the 
remonetization will be a public valam- 
ity, but we daresay the common mind 
will not be satisfied with the mere un- 
supported statement that the business 
interests of the country will be injured 
by the passage of the silver bill. Nor 
will the country be satisfied with the 
definition of “specie payments” as 
given by the Savannah cotton ex- 
change.

The Savannah cotton 
excbange may not be able to follow the 
line of reason here suggested, but we 
assure the members thereof that crEeDIT 
isa far more substantial basis than 
gold, and that credit is not based on 
gold except incidentally.
